1. Applicant's election of Species I (claims 1-3) in the reply filed on 4/12/07 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed

made of wire bonding; and a second connecting conductor having an extending portion extended 
from a part of the second electrode terminal and is connected to the circuit pattern, wherein the 
second connecting conductor is provided below the first connecting conductor with a space 
therefrom, and the connection between the extending portion of the second electrode terminal 
and the circuit pattern is implemented by a solder, as recited in independent claim 1 . Claims 2-3 
are dependent upon independent claim 1 .
